The text—* This is a faith- 
ful saying, and worthy of all acceptation, that Jesus 
Christ came into the world to save sinners,” (1 Tim. 
i. 15.) is a glorious declaration of the gospel, and4 
very appropriate toa Christmas celebration. After 
a few exceilent observations by way of exordium, 
think you observed, that, by reversing your subje 
or text, you should be able to illustrate its importa 
oOcthiomes, 
The first head of discourse was, that Jesus Chri 
came inio the world to save sinners; those who wer 
internally and actually so ; poor——helpless—mise 
ble --condemned—ruined sinners. 
From this concession some might be led to #3 
perhaps, that Jesus eame to save all sinuers, and th 
hence all would be finally saved. But such an infe 
ence you said was not authorized by the text ; fo 
did not say he came to save aid sinners. And eve 
it did so read or would bear that construction, wot 
by no means prove that that was the truth, becau

one solitary passage, however explictt, could not be 
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consi cred proot of the point stated, unless the con- 
nexion in which the passage was found, or the word 
of God generally, conveyed the same meaning. You 
then read some passages from the Evangelists, such 
as these: “ Enter ye in atthe strait gate: for wide 
is the gate and broad is the way that leadeth to des- 
truction, aud many there be which go in thereat ; 
because strait is the gate, and narrow is the way, 
which leadeth unto life, and tew there be that find it.” 
“ Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he that 
doeththe will of my Father which is in heaven.” 
Then, with an air of triumph that rarely attends a 
glorious victory, you pronounced a damning sentence 
on all those, who are so presumptuous, as to believe 
that Jesus came into the world to save all sinners. 
Regeneration, fuith and obedience to the divine law 
were declared indispensable to salvation. Your ar- 
guments were next levetled at those Unilarians who 
explain regeneration figuratively ; attach cousidera- 
ble importance to morality and good works ; couasi- 
der faith as somewhat speculative, and conversion to 
consistin embracing the fundamental principles of 
our holy religion, ora sincere renunciation of deism, 
judaism, paganism and all kinds of idoiatry ; mak- 
ing an bonest and hearty. profession of christianity. 
Such also as hold to the omnipotency of baptismm,you 
condemned as heretical. 


Though I know of no christians who consider bap- 
tism omnipotent, or attach more importance to it than 
those do who appoint “ god-fathers and god-moth- 
ets,” and also differ with you in opinion concerning 
Unitarians, believing them to be as worthy professors, 
as those of other denominations, Ishiall ouit remarks 
touching those points, and come to the mat ques- 
tion, viz. whether Jesus came to save all sinners. 
By the tenor of your argument no doubt appeared 
to exist in your mind, but that Jesus would save all 
whom he came to save; andhence you rested the 
truth of your system on the presumption, that he 
did not come to save but a few of all sinners. Those 
texts which you quoted proved nothing to your pur- 
pose, as I conceive, unless we adinit thatthe Saviour 
accomplished all whica he intended. In connection 
with your main argument they stand thus. But few 
of thai ‘ind will be finally saved ; therefore, Jesus 
did not come to save but few. Not every one who 
saith Lord, Lord, will be saved; therefore, the Sa- 
viour did not come to save every one. he same 
reasoning will hold good in regard to every other 
passage, which should seem to assert that only a few 
will be saved of the Lord. The reason then, why 
all sinners are not saved, is evident, and unavoidably 
$0; viz. because Jesus did not come into the world 
to save them. ‘To assign any other real cause, is to 
charge your argument with futility. Then how do 
you maintain that salvation is freely proffered to all 
sinners? Do vou proffer it to those whom he in- 
tended to leave in their helpless and condemned state, 
as unable to save themselves, as the ashes of the 
sleeping dead are, to start, self-moved, into organized 
living bodies? If Christ Jesus be the only Saviour, 
as we all hold, and he did not intend to benefit all 
men, by his mission, bow can it be said, in truth, that 
salvation js offered to all? ‘To offer it to those who 
were appointed to final ruin, could not evince sin- 
eerity. 

But you say, we must believe, be regenerate and 
obey, in order to be saved. Be it granted ; but do 
fyou not recollect that these are means, which Jesus. 
sthe Saviour, uses, to effect our salvation; and if he 
id pot come to make these means efficacious, to the 
salvation of all sinners, could those sinners be saved 
any other means? If not, they could not obtain 
vation, nor cculd a sincere proffer be made. Will 
u give me some light on this important subject ? 
o come to a point; I want you, dear sir, to inform 
ye, What I can do towards my own eternal salvation. 
| me how I can be saved, if I am one of those sin- 
&, whom Jesus did notinten@to save. Inform me 
ow any man, po matter who, can be any more 
praiseworthy for being saved, than I am for being 
st, if he have done nothing towards his salvation, 
as much as you and [ have done towards ours. 
am ata great loss how you could feel justified in 
blicly suggesting, that the text you had chusen was 
Meluded ina conyexivn, unfavorable to the opinion 
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which you opposed, aad yet, entirely omit producing 
the evidence, by which vour suggestion was author- 
ized. Did the last clause of your text, which you 
studiously avoided mentioning, viz. of whom I am 
chief, prove that the language ought to be restricted ? 
If the salvation of the greatest sinners be evidence 
that others shall he finally lost, some good men, at 
least, have been much mistaken. Or does the fact 
that Paul “obtained mercy, for a pattern to them 
which should afterward believe on him (Jesus) to life 
everlasting” contain any proof that some will be 
eternally miserable, because Jesus did not come to 
save them? Suppose they believe the truth, viz. 
that the Lord never intended to restore them, would 
that answer any valuable end? Or would you, sir, 
mean, that they shall believe an untruth, that he did 
come for their salvation? If you call on all to be- 
lieve, do inform usj:chat you would have them believe, 
and where they slfould seek for the evidence produc- 
tive of such faith. 4 [i is the sincere desire and prayer 
of my heart to bel’eve the truth, as recorded in reve- 
lation. 

Another cause of much inquiry in my mind is, why 
you should imply that the passage you had selected, 
was the only one in the connexion, favorable to the 
salvation of all sinners. 1 was convinced, that a few, 
at least, in that audience, must be convince Yameche 
contrary. The eight first verses of the nexyggampter 
have ever been considered, as clearly favoring, H’not, 
proving, the doctrine. One verse*in the con—kion 
asserts, that “* God will have all men to be saveaand 
come to the knowledge of the truth;” and are not 
all men sinners 2 Now if Jesus came todo the will of 
his Father, and that will is, as above stated, how will 
you prove he did not come to save all sinners? In 
the fourth chapter of this same epistle, we read, 
“This a faithful saying, and worthy of all accepta- 
tion. For therefore we both labor and suffer re- 
proach, because we trust in the living God, who is 
the Saviour of all men.”? This you will allow is in 
the connexion with your subject. But does it give 
countenance to your view of the passage, that the 
Redeemer, did not intend to bless all men with sal- 
vation?) On carefv'l examination of the whole epis- 
tle, I do not find a sentence that gives the shadow of 
vour doctrine, EY titing, as 1 reau at, 1s directly 
against your stggestions and arguments; and if you 
willmention the Chapter and verse which, in your 
opinion corroborate. them, will candidly give you 
my reason, for thinking differently, or cheerfully ac- 
knowledge I have tone to offer.

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DOCTRINAL: 
SCRIPTURAL ILLUSTRATIONS—No. I. 


“ And I, brethren, of I yet preach circumcision, whi; 
do I yet suffer persecution? Then is the offenceof the 
cross ceased.” — Gal.v. il. 

A more disagreea»le and embarrassing situation 
than that in which the author of our text was placed, 
cannot be well imagined, as will probably be discov- 
ered, by every intelligent and candid reader. By 
examining the whole letter of which our text isa 
part, you will perceive, that Paul was not only op- 
posed by the advocates for the doctrine of circum- 
cision, and even severely persecuted for having re- 
nounced that system, to embrace christianity, but 
that he endured trials, compared with which, perse- 
cution was an inconsiderable evil. A hearty and firm 
advocate for the truth of Jesus, can kear with much 
composure and fortitude, the frowns and indignation, 
ofthe enemies of the gospel ; because he will reco!- 
lect, and, especially, if he is a convert in any consid- 















erable degree resembling Paul, that he was himself 
also, once opposed to the same gospel. He will at- 
tribute the abuse and persecution he endures, to their 
ignorance, of the glorious and heart-cheering truths, 
which the general system they oppose embraces. 
But the embarrassment on the other hand, of which 
he speaks, is extremely painful, mortifying and afflic- 
tive. His brethren in the christian faith,had become 
suspiciuus of his fidelity, and rendered it necessary 
for him to defend himself against a dereliction from 
the doctrine of the cross, in favor of circumcision. 
Aud to what situation could he be subjected, more 
disagreeable and painful ? To those who are not 
strangers to the delightful ties of friendship and af- 
fection, the question is significant and interesting. 
The point to which the subject is reduced in the text, 
is worthy of special notice, and serves to give proper 
direction to the current of ideas, in attempting its dis- 
cussion. Saith the author to his mistaken brethren, 
* Aud I, brethren, if I yet preach circumcision, why 
co T vet suffer persecution?” Very rational and 
significant indeed. Can we imagine his former 
friends of the circumcision, would be at all disposed 
to misrepresent and persecute him, if he had deter- 
iorated from the ministry of the cross, and was again 
engaged in the ministration of death 2 This also, 
serves as an exainple of many other cases, in which 
the ministers ofthe New Testament, do not receive 
that confidence and support from their brethren, es- 
pecially those whose residence is not in the same vi- 
cinity, which is necessary to give vigor, strength and 
animation to their exertions and labors, for the spread 
and prevalence of their Mastev’s cause on earth. 
The reason why many brethren, who are not, as were 
the Gallatians, in the very fault from which Paul 
declares himself free, and who co not look through 
the green eye of jealously, whichis certain to de- 
ceive those, who behold objects through that medi- 
um, may be accounted for, on the ground of that va- 
riety of talents, which different sei vants, of equal sin- 
cerity and firmness of faith, possess, and the different 
methods by which they endeavor to promote the 
same common system. One manmay have a pecu- 
liar aptitude fer setting forth the contradictory points 
of the enemy’. doctrine so as to make it unaccepta- 
ble to those who might othee “Je ew brace it ; anoth- 
er of the same common faith, may be most profita- 
bly employed in stating and” Maintaining the funda- 
mental principles of his doctrine, taking it for grant- 
ed that all which di. Uy OPYoses them, must of con- 
sequence be consicere eM neous ; while a third, no 
less candid and faithful than either, will endeavor to 
exhibit the turning @nd most important points, in 
which the advocates for 4jfférent denominations, do, 
in reality agree, or those who dissent, render them- 
selves unworthy of th ‘christian profession. The 
latter class, more payticularly, are liable to be misun- 
derstood, and the’; Jabors attributed to a disposition 
to amalgamate and blend with other professors, till 
the distinguis jing tenets of their own system, shall 
be lost in the common mass of error, superstition 
and-fanaticism. But the charge, however sincere, 
can never be supported, so long as they do not cease 
to maintain the glory of the cross, in the final restor- 
ation of all sinners, though it subject them to neglect, 
contempt, and persecution. 5 ahs . 

To illustrate our ideas by an example which is ful- i 
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ly to the point. Suppose your public servant was to 0 
state, that he had the happiness to agree in sentiment, fi 
on the most essential point, with the declaration of ie 
faith, as found in the “ Book of Common Prayer,” ¥ 
which was agreed upon by the Bichops, Clergy and ei 
Laity ofthe United States of America, in Dec. -~ ti 
1801; mean inrelation to the ETERNAL SALVATION di 
of man by the Lord Jesus. By this, you should not m 
understand me to say,either that I knew those iearned fo 
and pious divines would now be willing to abide by : 
the profession in the homily alluded to, or that [a C 
greed with them in many other articles, in which they ph 
unfortunately, expressly contradict those to which we us 
may all safely assent. To convince you that this is us 
no perversion of facts, or equivocation on my part, un 
[ will recite you the words of the xviiith article of ie: 
their religion, which reads as follows, viz. ‘Of obtain- jec 
ing the eternal salvation only by the name of Christ,’ bo: 
which is the subject about which al] the contention, mi 
controversy and misunderstanding in the religious m0 

ie 





world arises. “They also are to be had accursed,. 
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fi. e. heretical] that presume to say, that every 
man shall be saved by the Law, or Sect which he 
professeth, so that he be diligent to fraine his life ac- 
¢ording to that Jaw, and the light of nature, For 
Holy Scripture doth set out unto us only the name 
of Jesus Christ, whereby men must be saved.” Who 
cannot subscribe to this so far as it relates to the eler- 
nal salvation of man. But that you may see how 
this stands connected with the great mediator between 
God and men, through whom we look for salvation, 
{ will refer youto the xxxist article, which speaks 
+ Of the oblation of Christ finished upon the cross,” 
that comes directly tothe point. “ The offering of 
Christ once made, is that perfect redemption, propi- 
tiation, and satisfaction for all the sins of the whole 
world, both original and actual; and there is none 
other satisfaction for sin, but that alone.” 

If the only name by which we must be saved, is a 
perfect redemption, propitiation and satisfaction for 
ALL the sins ofthe WHOLE WORLD, both original 
and actual, and no other satisfaction 's required, 
since this one is perfect, who can avoid assenting to 
the doctrine of the final restorationof all men? And 
if it be true as the learned Bishop Griswo on assert- 
ed, that their doctrine agrees in its essential points 
with a great majority of pious christians in all the 
world, and if words are to be taken as signs of ideas, 
is it not equally certain, that the greatest part of 
christians, are, at heart, Universalists ; (1. e.) that 
they believe the whole world will be perfectly re- 
deemed from all sins, both original and actual ? 

Should any one contend that their words, accor- 
ding to their grammatical construction, do not ex- 
press their meaning, it would only prove that thezr 
profession is agreeable to our real faith, and not in- 
dictate our assent to certain absurd and indefensi- 
ble propositions, which form a direct denial of the 
glorious truth, so forcibly expressed in the articles 
quoted. With what grace those Clergymen can op- 
pose our views of the gospel, may be easily determin- 
ed, after they shall have proved that the divine law 
requires some satisfaction besides that which is ser- 
fect, for all the sins of the whole world. 

But we must inquire whether the above doctrine is 
not that peculiarity in the christian ministry, which 
renders it worthy or>-beIng Caneu the coctrine of the 
Cross 2? Nothingys slort of it will compase with the 
testimony of Paul,’ and other inspired servane of Je- 
sus. “ For it plea soc the father that in him shouts 
ail fulness dwell . and having made peace, through 
the blood of his cro/$S) by bim to reconcile all things 
to himself; by him's { say, whether they he things on 
earth, or things in. Meaven.” Col. 1, 19, 20.—And 
to describe the naturlé Of this universal reconciliation, 
ibe apostle subjoinsy And you who were once 
alienated and enemies in your minds by wicked 
works, yet now hath’ she reconciled”-—verse 21. 
Hence, when all are reconciled, there will be no en. 
eruies by wicked works. Speakivg of Jews and Gen- 
tiles, universally, the same autho’ to his Ephesian 
brethren, saith, “ Andthat he might seconcile both 
unto God, in one body by the Cross, having slain the 
enmity thereby, and came and preached peace, to 
you which were afar off, and to thein that are nigh” —- 
Eh. 2.16, 17. Weshould recollect, however, that 
the blood of Jesus, aside from the love of the Father, 
isno more efficacious to our salvation, than the blood 
of martyrs and saints. The infinite worth of his suf- 
ferings, arises from the manifestation of universal 
love, and the revelation of immortality. The cross 
was extremely offensive to hts former brethren, be- 
eause it asserted the same benevolence to the Gen- 
tile astothe Jew. They rejected with disdain tne 
doctrine of the world’s salvation. But he who deter- 
mined to know nothing but Jesus, or Saviour, did uot 
forget to add, ‘and him crucified.” Though ke said, 
“God forbid I should glory save in the cross of 
Christ,” he declares the same sentiiment in a different 
phraseology, that God commendethb his /ove towards 
us, in that while we were yet sinners, Christ died for 
us. Hence the salvation by the cross is impartial, 
universal and eternal. 

Another important consideration which our sub- 
ject suggests, relates to that union and agreement 
both in sentiment, affection and exertion, between 
ministers and their brethren, which is so essential to 
the prosperity of the doctrine, which as a system 


on the intelligence, faithfulness and zeal of the min- 
isters of the divine word, it is Obvious to every dis- 
cerning mind, that they need the co-operation, confi- 
dence and influence of their brethren of like precious 
faith. What could a Paul do, while those who were 
once his bosoin friends, and, to use his own words, 
‘would, had ict been possible, have plucked out their 
own eyes, and given them to him,’ become his ene- 
mies, because he told them the truth, and either ac- 
cused him of prevarication in favor of circumcision, 
or desired him to accommodate his instructions, to 
that peculiarity in the ministration of death and con- 
demnation. Ifan inspired Apostle so highly estima- 
ted the confidence and friendship of his brethren, in 
the christian profession, as to call them his crown of 
glory and rejoicing, will the lovers of truth’ esteein it 
improper, that we earnestly solicit the aid, support 
and confidence of our brethren, in our feeble attempts 
to establish and extend the doctrine of the cross, in 
the hearts and understandings of our fellow-crea- 
tures. Your co-operation and influence would be 
widely felt, and the result, we have reason to believe, 
be highly auspicious to the cause of truth, The op- 
eration of your labours will be two-fold ; on the one 
hand giving strength, vigor and effect, to the labors 
of your public ministering servants, andon the oth- 
v2 vExthe harbinger of the Prince of Peace, whose 
reiy ¢¢e proclaim, you will prepare the way for the 
more successful dispensation of the word. Arise then, 
and jet your professional and practical light shine. 

As you already agree in the all important points of 
your common religion, give public and open counte- 
nance tothe same by a bold and unequivocal profes- 
sion and maintenance thereof, never suflering a dis- 
sonance of sentiment on minor topics, to prevent that 
good fellowship and harmony which should pervade 
our religious community. Wait with patience the 
time appointed for a more clear and satisfactory dis- 
cussion of those ambiguous particulars. Let not the 
public dispenser of the word behold symptoms of in- 
ditference and disesteem, because in every curious 
point, our views may vot harmonize. 

~The next means most conducive to a prevalence of 
truih, consists in giving countenance to free and 
friendly discussion of conflicting doctrines, and es- 
pecially to the publication Tua ‘sentiments, that in- 
quirers may have an opportunity to peruse them, 
meditate upon them, and have time to compare them 
with the scriptures of trath. Language addressed to 
tut eye may frequently prove salutary when that 
whictris only heard will be forgotten, | For the sake 
of the general cause then, brethren, we ask your 
friendly aid, in spreading far aud wide the arguinents 
we offer in defence of our religion. 

Another and no less momentous demand do we 
make, and with becoming earnestness, that you 
give us support and strength by your exemplary walk 
and conversation. Let the enemies see that you 
have learned of Jesus. Refute their errors but for- 
give their trespasses. Indulge in no bitterness, nor 








they appear to-espouse. ‘Though much depends up- 


wrath, lest you carry on your work, with their im- 
piements. Thus encourage us, brethren, and I prom- 
ise you, we will be faithful, laborious and fervent ; 
we will jniplore the choicest blessings of Heaven on 
your beads, pray that the glorious truth you believe, 
may!  un:versal!y accepted ; that your friends whith- 
ersOever scattered abroad may abundantly prosper ; 
that your enemies may be forgiven, converted and 
saved, and the knowledge of the glory ofthe Lord 
Prevail from north to south, and from the rising to 
the setting of the sun.

THE KEY-STONE, OR FOUNDATION. 
Every system of religion has its fundamental prin- 
ciple, on which its whole truth depends, as does an 
arch upon its key-stone, or a fabrie on its foundation. 
If the key-stone be rotten or the foundation sandy, 
the superstructure, however splendid and costly, 
will ultimately fall. This we think is a position to 
which no reasonable christian will object, even our 
eneinies themselves being judges. It is no less evi- 
deut, that two systems of doctrine, which disagree, 
in regard to the foundation on which they are built, 
do essentially disagree ; and though it be not certain 
thateitheris right, it is certain that one is wrong. 
As the editor of one of the religious publications in 
ihis town, f wish to show the reader, whatever may 
be his views, that the foundation on which I found 
my system of doctrine is entirely different from that 
ou which the Reverend Editor of the Christian Mir- 
vor, builds his, and leave it for others to decide 
on the truth of our several systems. I feel under the 
greater obligation to make this exhibition of the 
difference in our views, on account of our having 
both characterised our works with the appellative 
name, § Christian,’ though our foundations of hope, 
are as distinct and different, unless he has essentially 
changed his sentiment, within a short time, as light is 
from darkness, truth from error, and purity from 
ioral pollution. The whole fabric of doctrine which 
i support and defend, is built on Jesus Christ, as its 
key-stone and foundation. ‘This I consider as “the 
foundation of the Apostles and Prophets, tried and 
sure,” “ chosen of God and precious.” “ Other foun- 
dation can noman lay,” better than that of sand. 
Whoever acknowledges any other foundation, could 
better be described by some other appellation, than 
that of Christian, so far at leastastheory is concerned. 
But has not the Editor of the Mirror, confessed, 
another key-stone, another foundation 2? These are 
hisown words; viz. “ They (the Quakers) deny 
most of the doctrines of the gospel. They take away 
the key-stone or foundation of the whole fabric, by 
denying lotal depravity.” No criticism is necessary 
to make his meaning obvious ; it must be, that total 
depravity is the all-essential article of the christigm 
i faith, deny which, and you have no foundation ow 
which to depend. However depraved men are, con- 
vince My). itand it is not dotal, and you strike the key- 
stone trom the arch of his heavenly hopes, and his 
* whole fabric,” tumbles in ruin on his devoted head ; 
his whole foundation is taken from beneath him, ane 
{he has no comforts remaining. Now if his be the 
‘Christian hope, mine is not. So long as I believe it 
Jesus Curist, the Son of God with power by the re 
surrection from the dead, [have a foundation infinite 
ily preferable to his—total cepravity.

CHRISTIAN UNIVERSALISM. 

Christian Universalism embraces the whole hu- 
man family, as the objects of God’s benevolence and 
salvation, through his Sen Jesus Christ. This doc- 
trine when experimentally understood, as fully ex- 
cludes hatred towards our fellow-creatures, as it 
does a beltef'in their endless misery. The success 
which attended the labors of the first promulgators of 
this system, in America, depended, essentially, on 
the heart-felt and active benevolence which they 
manifested. An envious, limited spirit, is as incom- 
patible with the doctrine of universal salvation, as 
the partial and bur,ing zeal of a fanatic is, with that 
great, ardent and mighty love, which sustained the 
Saviour uponthe cross, “ Let brotherly love cen- 
tinue,” should be the motto, inscribed upon the 
“ breastplate,” “ shield” and “helmet,” of every 
preacher of that glorious doctrine. Destitute of pure 
brotherly-love, aman can no more be a Christian 
Universalist, than cana Mahometan ; nor ove 
do more towards obtaining a victory, under ban- 
ner of the cross, than by conducting his arguments 
to the heart, on the point of a sword. As long as we 
are characterized for imperfections, some difference 
of sentiment in unessential points of speculative reli- 
gion, will exist among those of the same denomina- 
tion ; but we must, individually, be extremely jeal- 
ous of ourselves, lest we suffer such difference to give 
rise to disputations, concerning “ who shall be great- 
est.” Anerror for which the first disciples were 
reprimanded, and which is recorded in the sacred 
history, asan evidence of human imperfection, at the 
zenith of elevation, should retard the progress of such 
altercations, as serve only to destroy fellowship, ex- 
asperate the feelings, and give the enemy reason to 
triumph over truth, The Saviour should not be 
wounded in the house of his friends.
